REVEALED IN INDIA 


A new definition of 
position on war and its 
quences was given in a joint com- 
munique issued last Tuesday by 
Premier Bulganin, Communist 
party leader Nikita S. Khrush- 
chev, and India’s Prime Minister 
Nehru at the end of the visit by 
the Soviet leaders to India. 

Veteran Western diplomats here 
intrigued by seven different refer- 
ences in the communique to the 
inadmissibility of nuclear war. 

Most significant in their view 
was the communique’s contention 
that the Geneva conference pro- 
duced a recognition by the great 
powers “‘of the futility war, 
which, owing. to the development 
of nuclear and thermonuclear 
weapons, could only bring disaster 
to mankind.’’ 

Such an explicit acknowledg- 
ment of an atomic stalemate and 
the need to renounce war as an 
instrument of national policy has 
often been made by President 
Kisenhower, Prime Minister Eden 
and other Western leaders. How- 
ever, observers here believe the 
New Delhi communique marks 
the first time the top Soviet rulers 
have formally avowed the reasons

Of Vinson Charges 


Georgia's Rep. Carl Vinson has made 
some serious charges against the U.S. 
Department of Defense—charges that 
should be pursued to their logical con- 
clusion. 

The chairman of the House Armed 
Services Committee declared Sunday 
after a study by a subcommittee staff, 
that the department has abandoned to a 
“cshocking’ degree the free enterprise 
system of open competitive 
spending its billions. 

The staff study disclosed that during 
30 months of procurement operations 1n 
which more han $36.000.000.000 was 
spent, a total of $34,000,000,000 or 94.19 
per cent was obligated through negotiated 
contracts. Only 5.81 per cent was obli- 
gated through competitive bidding. 

This, Rep. Vinson 
the intent of Congress in writing the law 
covering procurement in 1947. It cer- 
tainly has never been the intent of the 
American people. 

Rep. Vinson said he felt that under 
competitive bidding the government could 
have saved at least 10 per cent on this 
$36.000 000,000 worth of purchases. Ten 
per cent of that amount is more than 
$3,000,000,000. 

Under the negotiated contract method, 
the department has been giving its busi- 
ness to whomever it wishes.

ganin of the Soviet Union and Communist 
Party Boss Khrushchev has ended in tri- 
umph. They left Afghanistan Monday with 
the cheers of millions of Asiatics ringing 
in their ears, leaving promises of $100,- 
000,000 in aid to that country alone. 
There’s no hiding the fact that the 
Soviet leaders’ promises of aid and peace 
received a hearty reception in that sec- 
tion of Asia in which the cold war 
finally will be won or lost. Their tour 
Was a smashing propaganda Success, 
As the authoritative and sober London 
publication, The Economist. puts it: 
“They may not have achieved all they 
hoped for but they have set Asia by the 
ears. ... But whatever the extent of their 
success in putting across their propa- 
ganda, one thing is clear: The West ought 
not to be thrown into either rage or panic. 
“Nothing, indeed, would suit the Com- 


ween Westerners, with one faction say-
